The first two, the Channelmaster and the 
Winegard should have bean listed asabout the same. In the magazine that pub- 
Lishedth e article it said, "The two that came closest were the Channelmaster 
andthe Winegard CL4X, tho third most expensive. Sa my apologies to the Wine- 
gard Company. 


This month I'm typing thestencil on an electric typowriter and over so often 
it sticks anddoesn't space like that and there is nothing that I can do about it. 
So please stay calm. 


The ninth of October probably turned out the same at your place as itmidd at 
mine. One big dud. Sheonly stations logged at my location were San Francisco, 
Sale Lake City, and possibly Casper, Wyoming. To bad tho shower @idn't materialize. 


I'm going to try to typo something about how to chose a television set this 
month if this darned typewriter will cooperate. When you chose a typewriter there 
are a few rules that you should follow, if you are buying the set for DXikg. , 


1. Always check the set for a transfcrner, it provides a safer set and you aren't 
as likely to lose your life by electrocution. 


2. Never get printed circuits if you can help it. Repairman dpn't like to work 
on then and they take more time to repair which ;neans that the repair bill is 
likely to be larger than one on a setwithout printed circuits. 


3, Always checkor find out just how much valtage is going to the picture tube, 
the morethat you have the brighter your picture will be.Zenith has one of the 
highest. 


4. Be sure and check to see just where all the controls are. Be sure that all 
of then are mounted on the top, front, or side, but prefarably the main controls 
shoulda&'t be mounted in the back. 


Sometimes an AGC control is helpful when in rare cases there the signal 

is very strong. Iremember one case where a member of the club received 
a signal from KOOK, I believe, and the signal was so strong that the picture 
was a negative. 


6. Adother thing that is-semetimes helpful -is to have-a larger speaker. .The 
better sound quality that you have, the easier it is to understand a barely 
audible or readable audio signal. That is what I find in my case. 

7. Most of you probably know that the more tube functions you have the more 
sensitivity you will have. Try to refrain from a small portable set if possible. . 


8. When you choose your set be sure that it has a cascode tuner, it is agreed 
that these tuners are the most sensitive of all tuners. The neutrode is rated 
by some people to be the second best..the set should also have at least three 

IP stages, this results in more sensitivity. , 


9. Sets are rated with a bandwidth, this is not to be confused with the band- 
width of the transmitted television signal which is 6 megacycles. A 4 megacycle 
bandwidth in the set is sonsidered best for DXing, Find a set, you may have to 
get a friend who knows sonething about TV sets to help you, and never buy a set 
if possible that has a bandwidth of less than 3 megacycles. Well I see that I'm 
about to run out of stencil. So I'11 knock it off for this month. If you-have

This is my first opportunity at writing a regular column of 

this kind so I hope that those of you who have followed the column 
written by Gordon Simkin will drop me a line and let me know your sug- 

* gestions and ideas. I am, at times quite , busy and so my replies to 

- your letters are not always prompt. but I'll certainly answer aevery one 

In this column I shall try to keep the discussion on "Inter- 
netional™ DXbut. we'll also try to include anything unusual in the way. 
of DX loggings and of course reports from AIPA members overscas. 

Those of you who followed the television DX acene this year 
probably noted that in the field of E skip DX, this year was far super- 
dior to last year or the year before that. It would appear that having 
passed throug the peak of the sunspot cycle Es skip activity was little 
better in fact worse than the years just preceding the cycle peak and 
if this year was indicative of any trond the Es activity 1s picking up 
again. It's far too carly to draw any conclusions from this other 
than to say Es skip should be weatelod carcfully. 

OCTOBER 9th The following is taken from the "Obsorver' 8 Hendiook”™ of 
tho Royal Astronomical Society of Canada" "Thore is & possibility 
that the Giacodinid meteor shower will appear in some strength in 1959. 
However, any predictions of a spectacular display must be accompanied 
by aword of caution. In the past the great display of 1933 & 1946 
took place when the earth crossed the comet orbit some distance behind 
the comete. In 1959 the carth crosses the orbit of comet Giacobini- 
Zinncr approximatelp 22 days ahead of the comet, just after 1 hour,Oct. 
‘4Othe Henec, if any showcr appears,it will be on the night of Oct 9th. 
to 10th. and the peak may occur eny time betwcon midnight and 7 AM EST, 
It is sugecsted that all metcor observers carry out a program of work 
on this night.* What 211 this means is that there is quite an cle~ 
ment of doubt connected with the meteor shower that was given such 
billing in last month's bulletin. This should serve as encouragement 
for all TV-DX'ers to contribute to the research by keeping a close 
watch on DX conditions this night and report what is seene There is. 
little doubt that the burst rate will increase somewhat whatever hap- 
pens and the chance of the most spectacular DX display of meteor 
scatter propagation in 13 years is still a possibility. 

EUROPEAN TV*DX in 1959. now that the peak of the sunspot cycle has 
definately. passed we can expect a worsening of conditions, lower values

As I reported from St. Louis, there seems to be a definite connection 
between tropospheric television propagation and the appearance of 
spurious echoes on radar sets. A three-year research program in London 
has come up wk with the following average number of days ¥ar per month 
for the appearance of spurious echoes(anomalous propagation) on radars 
October-April almost none appeared; May-15 days; June-20 days; July~ 
2 days; September-8 days; August 3 days. Norme ily two peaks occur. 
The first between June 1 and July 15 and the second between September 
15 and September 30. The dismal British winters probably explain the 
absence of the echoes from October through April. We all know what 
happens to tropospheric reception in the U.S. when winter sets it; and 
since Great Britain lies ee of the U.S., the trops lull is probably
